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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim lof the current 
application teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of Collette (5,081,529); however, 
claims 1-20 are allowed for the reasons pointed out by Applicant's remarks (Figs. 6 and 8, p. 13, 
In. 16-19, and p. 14, In. 16-17). 

It follows that independent claims 7 and 13 contain the same novelty, and are allowable 
for the same reasons. Claims 2-6, 8-12, and 14-20 are then inherently allowable for depending 
on an allowable base claim.
